REPORT OF TBS POLIOS OOlimiT- | 
The Ohasgres They Recommend. 

Victoria, Dec. lat. 1880. 
To JIU Wonhip iht Maijor aivl City 
Vouncti : 

At the ordinary meeting of tho Coun- 
cil heW on the 17|h>^t5lt»,;^.tho following 
resolution was passed 

"That a coniniittoo, consisting iMessrs. 
McLean, Mansell and Rome, bo appointed 
to consider and report to this Council on 
the desirability of having ;the< city liolico 
placed entirely under the' control' of the 
Mayor and Council." 

Acting upon this wo bog to place tho 
following before you : 

Tho authority of tho Council as regards 
the police force dates, as far as wo can 
learn, from tho year 1873, when the 
municipality accopted by resolution of 
the Council tho memo, submitted on 
bohalf of tho government, by tho hon. 
tho premier and tho hon. the 0. O. of L. 
and Work8,to tho following effect : 

That tho city should collect certain 
licences, returning a portion to tho pro- 
vincial government, and 

"Tho City Council to make provision 
for tho payment of tho salary of police 
magistrate and also for a police force that 
may bo necessary tn keep law^^.andjs^der 
in tho city. It being understood tlwt'tho 
city police shall assist tho provincial 
superintendent of police wlicnover called 
upon to do so. The extent of tlie city 
police jurisdiction to be six (fi) miles be- 
yond tho city limits." 

The City Council appointed n police 
magistrate and alao'a sufficient numbor of 
policemen, and continued to control the 
force until early in 1877, when a verbal 
agreement between tho then Mayor of 
tho city and tho premier of tlio province 
that tho provincial suporintondont should 
1)0 placed at tho head of tho city police, 
payment of liis salary to be equally divid- 
ed between- the city treasury and that of 
tho province ; and that in case of any of 
tho city police boing taken temporarily 
for provincial duty tho governniont should 
supply and pay an equal number of 
special ollicers duly qualitied for city 
work. 

The amendment to Municipal Act, 1878, 
cliap. 2G, sec. 6, states that the members 
of tho police force shall be appointed and 
hold their otlico nt the pleasure of tlio 
Council. 

From the foregoing it is evident that 
there is no real authority for tlie contin- 
uance of tho present system. 

Wo boi2 to place certain figures bcfom 
you which will, to sbnie dxtont, show tho 
diiferenco iiotweeii absolute and partial 
control by tho city of the police force. 
During the years 187-1, 1875 and 1870, 
when tho police force was entirely under 
tho control of tho city, the ainount paid 
by tho corporation for salaries, clothing' 
of police and keep of prisoners amounrod 
to tho sum of ?17,093.90. For tho year.-. 
1877, 1878 and 1879, years of joint con- 
trol, the amount paid by tlie corporation 
for salaries, clothing of police and keep of 
prisoners amounted to tlio sum of SI9,- 
729.38. 

Tho arrangement made in 1877 for tho 
joint ownership of the superintondoht was 
ostensibly in the itite.rest of harm9n^, ■ It 
is not for us to say whether thefo^^ was 
more of politiciil spite than citj* interest 
considered. It is certain that tliu arrange- 
ment instead of causing a saving to the 
city operated in tho very opposite direc- 
tion, and having been begotton, possibly, 
in a wrong spirit, had bettor bo abandon- 
ed. Tho appointment of the suporintend- 
orit being in the hands of tho government 
gives to tho position more of a political 
character than wo think it should possess, 
and also makes it pretty certain that pro- 
vincial duty will be attended .to^vcn if 
the interests of tho city have to bo neglect- 
ed. • ' ■ J. ■ 

The bylaws passed by tho Oqiincil .can- 
not bo carried into effect unless there is a 
permanent head of the police^forpP:,,.who 
is placed above and beyond all 'ipblitical 
parties. 

Wo may again refer to the expen.scs of 
tho years 1874 to 187tj, and 1877 to 1870, 
in so far as regards tho cost of tho keep of 
prisoners. During tlie years, 18Ji,j '76 
and '70, when the city suporinfondent" was 
a city oflicial, tlio cost was §1317.15.'^ 

During tho three following yo.-vrs, 1877, 
'78 and '70 tlio cost was ,$1903.51. 

A fair inference from this is that a city 
superintendent looks after tlio interests of 
tho city and sees that tlioso who otight to 
be provincial or Dominion prisoners are

At tlio meeting of the City Council hold 
on Wednesday evening last a report, 
fraught with considerablo importance to 
property owners on Qovernment and 
Wharf streets, was read. The report shows 
that, aftor a careful comparison of figures 
and lines laid down on official maps, the 
actual width of Government street inime- 
diatelyopposite thu Postofliceis 4 feet G in. 
wider than at any other portion between 
Johnson and Fort atioets. Tho report 
furtluT sots forth that Wharf street at tlio 
foot of Yates is almost 10 foot narrower 
than at tho junction of tho fonnor stroot 
with Fort. After a close scrutiny of field 
notes' compiled by Messrs. Pomberton 
and roar.'jo in 185S tho committee conio 
to the conclusion that tho extent of tho 
public landing i;) 32 feet. Tho circum- 
stances detailed in tho report wore thought 
sufhciently important for tho holding of a 
special meeting of tho CounciP to take 
them into consideration. Coun. Smith 
on Wednesday evening further stated 
that, in addition to tlio alleged oncroach- 
niont of tho postoQico on tho west line of 
Govornmentstroot, tho Dominion govcni- 
mont intend to erect several portico.s which 
would reach to tho full width of tho street 
— taking it^to be only 70 feet wide.

Tho Spljndid Extravagance of an 
Irish IToblomm. 

In 1822 niy Ijord ;ind ray Lady start- 
ed upon the grand tour. "No Irish 
nobleman probably," says a biographer, 
"and certainly no Irish King, ever set 
out on hia travels with such a retinue of 
servants, with so many vehicles and ap- 
pliances of all kinds for ease, comfort, 
and lu.Xurious enjoyment." They car- 
ried wit.h;tjie;battorie,;da:9uismo wliich 
had served them an entire club, and a 
cook who had been chef to an emperor. 
Their canipagnnns do voyage wore one 
of my Lady's sisters : young Charles 
Matthews, whom the Earl, out of friciul- 
ship for tho father, had ollered to take 
charge of, .that ho might pursue his arch- 
itectual st;udios in Italy ; and a young 
French oflicer named Count d'Orsay. 
At Naples tlicy lodged in the magnifi- 
cent Palace Belvidoro, overlooking tho 
bay : but not oven tho splendor of 
priceless pictures and marbles could sat- 
isfy thoir love of magnifioenco, and a 
largo sum was spent in refurnishing tho 
palace. At Ronio they rented tho Pa- 
lazzo Negroni at 100 guineas a month, 
and everywhere they wore feted by 
princes, nobles and literati in tho most 
distinguished manner. Several yonra 
were consumed in those travels. In 
1828 w6 find them, on thoir return vi.s- 
it to Pari.'i. residing in the house which 
hail belonged to Ni-y, in tho lluo do 
Bourbon, and which still bore his name. 
Although appointed with all suinptu- 
ouHiiesH that distinguished tho imperial 
court, tho now tenants added decorations 
lit only for a [>riiice. My lady's cham- 
ber was a tnarvol of luxury. Tlio bed 
frauio rested upon tho backs of two im- 
nionse silver swans, so admirably sculp- 
tured that every feather stood in perfect 
relief, as in life; then there werolainjis 
of silver and of alabaster, a marble 
bath inserted iii tho floor, hangings of 
silk and laco, aud bullion fringes. It 
was a luxurious place to die in, and 
for httlo other nurpose had niy lord 
appointed it. Ho Iiad been to London 
to vote for tho Cathode emancipation, 
when, a day or two after his return, ho 
had ani attack of apoplexy, of which he 
ex piled on May 23, 1829. "Adieu, 
most (ilen.sant of companions," wrote 
Landor ; "adieu, most warm hearted 
friend I Often and long, and never 
with slight emotion, shall I think of 
tho many hours wo have spent togeth- 
er." And in a letter to Lady Blessing- , 
ton, tho same writer calls him . "that 
disinterested and upright and kind- 
hearted umn,tlian whom none was ever 
dearedor more delightful tohia friends." 
He left his widow X2,000 a year, the 
lease of the house in St. James' square 
his carriages and a portion of tho |.ilatc, 
Tho bulk of the property, terribly cm- 
baras.sed by his extravagances, and by 
and by tn bo disposed of under tho 
Incumbered Estates Act, went to his 
children by liis (irst marriage. In 1827 
ho had married one of his tiaughtors to 
Count d'Orsay, It proved a most un- 
happy union ; there was no aifection on 
either side, and, worso still, the Count 
was passionately in love with the wo- 
man he could not marry.

Holiday Prosonts. 



A Queer Way to Build a Railway. 

The building of tho Canada Pacific 
railway is being pushed ahead with 
something like speed, and it is'ho'w with- 
in about twelve miles of tho Portage. 
The mode of work, although apparently 
strange, is claimed to bo tlie best adapt- 
ed for this country. A coupio of men 
start ahead with axes and clear away 
any bush or impediments in tho way. 
Two or three more come after these 
and lay the ties, wliicli are supplied to 
them by teams which haul tliem - from 
tho side of the line whero thoy arc 
dumped at tho end of each day. An- 
other gang tlien come along with a 
hand-car loaded with raiLs, plates and 
bolts, and lay the rails on top of the 
ties, bolting, each rail as they lay them 
down to the preceding one, and pro; 
ceeding onward as soon as the rail is 
laid. Tlireo other men come after 
these, one of whom has a pry, with 
which ho moves the rails into position, 
according to a gauge carried by one of_ 
the others:} and lifts. tbo tie while theV 
others spike the rail to every alternate 
sleeper. Those again are followed by 
three other men who liiiish spiking the 
rails ; and tho railway is built without 
noi.so, fuss or trouble, at the rate of 
about three-quarters of a mile per day, 
by a score of men working in time and 
harmony. Cars are fitted up on the 
lino for the accommodation of the 
hands employed on thu work, and 
others us stables for the teams. The 
loconiotivo which leaves Winnijiog ar- 
rives at tho depot every day, bringing 
a load of ties, bolts, plates, etc., anil 
supplies for tlie workmen; and pushei* 
forward the cars used upon the;.',worl£" 
to the furthest exlrwmitjr of the iiiie , 
each day, and unloads its cargo there. 
Work is carried on steadily and elieer 
fully under the sui)erintendencc of tho 
gnntloninn in charge, and there appears 
to be aq abaoucp of that roughness so 
u!3ual on railway works. The line 
w hen laid shows hirth'6 inequalities' of 
tho country through which it pa.ssos, 
there lieing no grading of any descriji- 
tion attempted, the ti<!8 bring simply 
laid on the sod. In low places, how- 
ever, we noticed that the ties had been 
laid parallel with the rails underneath 
tho ties on which the rails are laid, 
and tho line will bo completed by boing 
ballasted with gravel, when tho line 
will be levelled and the low places fill- 
ed up. Pas.scngora and freight are now 
carried over tho line as far as com- 
pleted, and, although the journey is 
necessarily slow and tedious, it is an 
improvement upon either stage oir 
boat at tho present season.,
